Saskatchewan will next 
entertain Manitoba on October 15, and then play the 
return game at Winnipeg on October 22. Alberta’s 
second game will be played in Edmonton on October 
29, when Manitoba will endeavour to defeat the Al- 
bertans on their own grid—a feat which no university 
team has ever accomplished. The game on the 29th 
should be a game, both teams‘at the top of their form 
playing on the finest field in Western Canada. 

Alberta will travel to Saskatchewan on Nov. 5 for 
their first game away from home. Then they will 
go to Winnipeg to play the final game of the sche- 
dule on Thanksgiving Day, Nov. 7. 

The rugby clubs of Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
are confident of fielding strong teams.

COLUMBIA’S LITERARY WORK 

Since 1924, the Columbia University has published 
annually under the title “Copy”, a collection of stories, 
articles, poems and plays originally written as class 
exercises by students in university writing courses, 
but afterward accepted for publication by various edi- 
tors and publishers. The purpose of “Copy” is to 
demonstrate the fact that work is being done in these 
writing courses that not only gains'the approval of 
the instructors, but can satisfy the editors and gain 
an audience of readers. 


“Copy 1927” contains an interesting variety of 
reading matter, drawn from some twenty-four differ- 
ent periodicals and publications, most of which are 
well-known American magazines. The proportion of 
poetry as against prose is rather slim, and in quality 
is not such as would command unqualified praise. 
The poems embody some pretty fancies, but beyond 
that little can be said for them. The stories are 
rather good on the whole, and doubtless each can be 
allowed to have the merit of having satisfied the type 
of readers for which it was designed. Some of them 
we found ourselves unable to read through, but taste 
and distaste are matters of individual idiosyncrasy, 
and what we might cry down others would ery up. 
Amongst the articles the one that especially held our 
attention was an exceedingly interesting and inform- 
ing essay that appears in The Outlook from the pen 
of F, B. Lenz under the title, ‘“‘China’s Fight Against 
Illiteracy.”” But perhaps the best thing in the book 
is the one-act play by Eleanor A. Barnes, entitled 
“Close to the Wind.” In our estimation it is of much 
greater merit than the other play in the same volume. 
The dialogue between two children makes up the bulk 
of the play, and it is well described as “‘really a re- 
markable bit of unforced naturalistic pathos’ with 
which has been mingled a strain of delightfully quaint 
unconscious child humour. 

Columbia is to be congratulated on this’ year’s 
“Copy,” and it may well be hoped that this annual 
volume may encourage and stimulate all who teach 
English in our universities with the hope of inspiring 
creative writing. When they grow weary in well 
doing they may find renewal of strength in a glance 
at some of the good things in “Copy’’. 

To put our own comparatively humble literary 
supplement besides this ambitious product of an East- 
ern university might appear unwise as making The 
Gateway Literary Supplement suffer in the compari- 
son. But this at least may be said. Such an outlet 
for literary expression puts us as a university in the 
way that leads to the bigger things of later years 
while also affording our undergraduates at the pres- 
ent time an incentive and an opportunity for writing 
that may put some of them too upon the pathway that 
will lead to greater things in literary production. 


‘ WELCOME CLASS TWENTY-SEVEN 


Fifteen years ago, the first graduating class which 
had taken alle four years’ work at the University of 
Alberta, completed its work. Judged by the test of 
years alone, our Alma Mater has a brief history. 
Our traditions. lack the hoary antiquity which hal- 
lows those of older seats of learning. As yet we 
cannot claim any great historic figures among our 
alumni, These are things which time and time alone, 
other things being equal, can bring to pass. 

However, brief though our history may be, judged 
in terms of mere years, by other standards it is not- 
able. Brief though our traditions are, they are none 
the less worthy. Though halls of fame, as yet contain 
no paintings or statues of our alumni, our Alma 
Mater none the less boasts many worthy sons and 
daughters. Scattered over all the earth as mission- 
aries in China, India and other far lands, as scientists 
and teachers in institutions of learning at home and 
abroad, as engineers helping in a material way to 
achieve man’s conquest of nature, as agriculturists 
seeking to ensure that nature’s tribute in food for 
man and beast may not prove inadequate, as home- 
makers, business and professional men and women 


STUDENTS’ UNION REPORT 


May, 1927. 


_ In reporting the activities and eomment- 
ing on the various organizations with re- 
gard to these activities during the term 
1926-1927, it is not my intention to deal 
with them in detail, but rather to comment 
briefly upon their work during the year. 


THE STUDENTS’ UNION 


Meetings of the Union have been more 
frequent this year, averaging one a month 
during the term. It is more apparent this 
year than ever that the Union is very cum- 
bercome as far as transacting particular 
items of business is concerned. There is 
difficulty experienced in getting a quorum 
even at morning meetings. Is it lack of 
interest or merely unwillingness on the part 
of the student body to face their own prob- 
lems? Students’ Councils in the future 
should begin to investigate the advisability 
of instituting a representative system of 
student government such as, for instance, 
the one at the University of Saskatchewan. 
Concurrent with this question another one 
arises— ' 

1. Should the Council which is the ex- 
ecutive be reduced in number, or 

2. Should it be enlarged and made -to 
arid by election the Representative Coun- 
cil? 

It is a well known fact that the majority 

of students who are interested in but one 
phase of student activities do not realize 
how much work and time their Council 
members must put in to carry on the busi- 
ness of the Union in its administrative 
capacity. The Students’ Council met this 
year weekly. 
_ The Union upheld the Covered Rink Pro- 
ject and abolished Initiation, only at a later 
meeting to reopen the question by the ac- 
ceptance of another form of initiation. This 
was unfortunate in my opinion, for initiation 
is In no sense a forward movement, but one 
which relegates not only the Freshmen and 
Sophomores to the class of high-school 
hazers, but reflects generally on the whole 
student ‘body and on the University. 


STUDENTS’ COURT 


Under the leadership of Chief Justice R. 
D. Henderson, the Students’ Court has dealt 
with a comparatively large number of cases 
with impartiality and justice. A great deal 
of credit is due to Messrs. Mansen, Craw- 
ford and Brunsden, Puisne Judges, and to 
H. J. Johnston, Crown Prosecutor. 

The Constitution of the Students’ Court 

has been amended this year so that three 
puisne judges instead of two are appointed 
by the Council. This. obviates the diffi- 
culty experienced in the past of obtaining a 
sitting of the Court. The third puisne 
judge appointed this year was Mr. E. W. 
Brunsden, chairman of the House Commit- 
tee, and, in my opinion, the Court would 
be considerably strengthened if the chair- 
man of the House Committee were constant- 
ly appointed as a puisne judge. 
_ The Constitution of the Students’ Court, 
in my opinion, needs no radical amendment 
so long as the men who are on the bench 
are of the calibre of those of this year: 

The Council next year will have the power 
to make rules which will be enforced as if 
they were enacted in the Students’ Code. 
This should remedy some of the procedural 
difficulties of the Students’ Court, but it 
is a power that the Council should use 
with a great deal of caution. 


LITERARY ASSOCIATION 


The success or failure of the Literary 
Association is determined by the records of 
the four clubs composing it. 

The Debating Society 


The Debating Society this year is to be 
congratulated upon their new innovation— 
the open forum. This is a true endeavour 
to interest all the students in public speak- 
ing. The Inter-University Debates. were 
very suécessful although the University of 
Alberta did not win the *McGoun Cup. 


Cambridge Debate 


Although the debate with the overseas 
group was not such an outstanding event 
as the first imperial debate, yet on the 
whole, the Society is to be congratulated, 
and particularly Mr. E, W, Brunsden. 
Dramatic Society 

Mr. S. G. MacDonald, President of the 
Dramatic Society, reports that in comparison 
with former years t Dramatic Society 
has done excellent work this year, both as 
regards the quality of their productions and 
their financial success. In my opinion, a 
great deal of this success is to be attri- 
buted to Mr. MacDonald himself. 

The Orchestra and Glee Club 


The Orchestra and Glee Club in conjunc- 
tion with the other clubs in the Association 
produced the opera “Maritana’., This new 
departure in university activities is highly 
commendable, and is an indication of what 
united effort among the clubs of the Liter- 
ary Association is capable of doing. In par- 
ticular with regard to the Opera, I wish 
to mention the invaluable assistance of Mrs. 
J. B. Carmichael, conductor of the orchestra, 
and Mr. J. D. Adam, President of the Lit- 
erary Association and first executive. 

The radio orchestra, under the leadership 
of Mrs. J. B. Carmichael, has been work- 
ing in conjunction with the University 
broadcasting station, and thus the activi- 
ties of the orchestra ‘have ‘not really been 
confined this year to the University itself. 


ATHLETIC ASSOCIATION 


Track. 

The annual Inter-University Track Meet 
was held at Saskatoon last fall, and an 
excellent showing was made by the Alberta 
athletes, Mr. Aubrey Bright in particular 
bringing many honours to the University of 
Alberta. 

The Annual Field Day is now developing 
into a University tradition, and one of the 
traditions which should be carefully foster- 
ed. The President of the Track Club, how- 
ever, reports that the grid is in very poor 
condition for the Inter-Varsity meet which 
will be held here next fall, and the cost of 
putting it into proper shape will be con- 
siderable. 

Rugby. ; 

The University of Alberta players were 
the provincial champions this year, and also 
defeated the Victoria team at Vancouver, 
but lost the: Western Canada championship 
to Regina. This year shows the folly of 
the Rugby Club or any other club exceeding 
its budget for the purpose of annexing the 
championship. Circumstances this year were 
such that no harm resulted to other bran- 
ches of the Union, but this will not always 
be so. If a club cannot keep within its 
budget, it should not travel. 

The Western Canada Inter-Collegiate Rug- 
by Union of the three western universities 
will be in operation for the first time next 
fall, and, of course, it is too early yet to pass 
judgment upon this. The singular apathy 
of the student body as a whole which was 
shown. by the lack of a quorum at the Stu- 
dents’ Union meeting to decide this question, 
we hope will not extend to the games play- 
ed under this union, 

Tennis. 

Tennis is not a sport feasible for Inter- 
University competition and should be con- 
fined strictly to inter-faculty competition 
or local meets. The tennis tournament this 
year held by the Universities of Saskatche- 


wan, Alberta.and British Columbia here, 
was very expensive, and was not worth the 
high expenditure necessary to carry it 
through, ¥ 
Basketball. 

From this year’s experience, basketball 


seems to* be losing the support it formerly 


had from. the student body as a whole. 
However, it is a sport indulged in by a 
large number of students and should be 
encouraged and supported by the Union as 
an inter-faculty or house league®@competi- 
tion. 
Hockey. 

Hockey is the most popular-sport carried 
on under the auspices of the Men’s Athletic 
Association. The University of Alberta 


future is in store for the Hockey Club once 
the Covered Rink becomes a reality. 
Swimming Club. ' f 

A popular sport as evidenced by the an- 
nual tournament, but one which is greatly 
handicapped by our conditions here. Not 
until we are as fortunate as the Universi- 
ties of Toronto and Saskatchewan in having 
a swimming tank as part of the athletic 
equipment of the University, will this sport 
attain the prominence that it has in these 
other institutions. 


Soccer. and Baseball. 

These two sports are indulged in very 
little, soccer due to the prominence of 
rugby, and baseball due to the shortness of 
the season and the proximity of final ex- 
aminations. 


WOMEN’S. ATHLETICS 


Basketball continues to be the most pop- 
ular sport among the women. Basketball is 
the only club that should be allowed to 
travel for the purpose of inter-university 
competition. 

Hockey should be confined strictly to the 
University until teams are built up which 
can properly represent the University. The 
expenses of the hockey trip this year were 
necessarily high and very much out of pro- 
portion to the results obtained from other 
forms of inter-university competition. 

A number of the women are interested in 
track events, and this should be encouraged, 
and the services of the track men could 
easily be secured to coach the women in- 
stead in this sport. 

As a last word with regard to athletics, 
the W.C.1.A.U. has taken the matter of 
scholastic standing under consideration and 
uniform rulings on this matter will be en- 
forced in the three western universities next 
year. A high scholastic standing require- 
ment should be maintained. It very rarely 
cripples any sport, and is conducive to hav- 
ing players representing the University not 
oniy athletes, but scholars, 

The Athletic Associations receive a just 
portion of the Students’ Union fees, and 
they should be proportionately careful of 
the manner in which they use these funds so 
that athletics will not only benefit a few, 
but also benefit the great majority of the 
student body and reflect credit upon other 
organizations. 


THE WAUNEITA SOCIETY 


The Wauneita Society reports a most suc- 
cessful year. Theit functions are mostly 
social, but they have this year through the 
medium of social entertainment been able 
to bring all the women students together in 
a spirit of friendliness and good fellowship. 


THE GATEWAY 


The Editor of The Gateway, ‘Mr.
